Work on the sewage treat- 
ment plant on the Granite City 
Army Installation grounds is 
now 66 per cent complete, ac- 
cording to Aaron Pierson, vice- 
president of the M. W. 
Engineers and Architects, Inc., 
St. Louis, which is handling the 
engineering work for the plant 
construction. 

Pierson said the petition for a 
variance was necessary to 
extend the deadline for con- 
struction under EPA 
regulations which establishes

However, the cost of 
eliminating heavy impurities 
that might be discharged into 
the river by others al points 
north of here could be 
prohibitive, he asserted 


Love voiced -hope that a 
solution can be found in talks 
with governmental environ- 
ment officials. Problems areas 
cited include a state call to end 
all visible air emissions, he 
added. 

‘The speaker said the general 
outlook for steelmakers is 
bright if sufficient profits are 
permitted to finance needed 
expansion of facilities. 

He said that since the merger 
with National Steel in, 1971, 
Granite City Steel has made a 
point of broadening its sales 
area, increasing the range and 
amount of products available to

Disdaining attendance at the 
national Democratic mid-term 
convention in Kansas City, 
where Mayor Richard Daley of 
Chicago headed the Illinois 
delegation, Gov. Daniel Walker 
hop-scotched the state Friday to 
predict state employe layoffs 
stemming from “massive and 
irresponsible overspending” by 
the legislature. 


Legislators 
authorize 
pay boosts 


It is up to Gov. Daniel Walker 
to decide whether to authorize 
aggregale yearly legislative 
pay of $4,700,000, which would 
be the second highest in the 
nation 

Legislation approved 
Thursday and forwarded to him 
raises the annual salaries of 
Illinois’ 236 legislators from 
$17,500 to $20,000, effective in 
January for the 177 represen- 
tatives elected Nov. 5. of the 59 
senators, those elected this fall 
would get the raise immediately 
and holdovers would have to 
wait two years 

Pay hikes cannot be approved 
and implemented within the 
same term, but the term change 
about to occur makes the in- 
crease possible. A delayed veto 
which’ could not be overriden 
until. after the new session 
begins would kill the proposed 
pay hike. 

The 210 New York legislators 
earning $23,500 a year are paid 
a total of $4,900,000 by tax- 
payers of that state. In 
California, there are only 120; 
at $21,200 a year, they receive 
$2,500,000. 

Current state legislative 
salaries include $17,000 in Ohio 
and Michigan and $15,600 in 
Pennsylvania. 

Illinois legislators were paid 
$6,000 annually a decade ago. 
Their pay was set at $12,800 
when annual sessions were 
authorized in 1970. 

The governor can take 60 days 
to decide whether to veto a bill, 
exercise his amendatory veto 
power or sign it. The present

All qualifiers in the bonanza 
are guaranteed a minimum of 
$1,000 and the top winner 
receives $20,000 a year for 15 
years. 

Commission from the daily 
sale of the 50-cent tickets, 2% 
cents per ticket, is turned over 
to the firemen’s pension fund in 
Madison County. However, it 
was agreed at the start that 
anyone selling a winning ticket 
could keep the percentage 
guaranteed the seller, a 
department spokesman said.

Speaking in six cities, in- 
cluding Belleville, the governor 
blamed “Daley legislators and, 
disgruntled Republicans.” 

He assailed the Assembly, 
which concluded its session 
Thursday, for overriding his 
vetoes of bills giving welfare 
recipients a 10 per cent cost-of- 
living increase and boosting the 
monthly pay of 60,000 state 
employes by $100. He had tried 
to cut both amounts by half. 

The governor estimated that 
the overrides and passage of a 
program to provide tax refunds 
to low-income elderly would 
cost $134 million in the July 
1974-June 1975 fiscal year and 
$182 million in 1975-76. 

Gov. Walker said he will meet 
with cabinet officials to decide 
where to make cutbacks in 
employes and services 

The bill to help senior citizens 
making less than $10,000 a year 
would provide them with cash 
grants ranging from $60 to $80. 
If all who are eligible applied, 
the cost would be $34 millon. 

The governor commented, “It 
would be more sensible for us to 
take a look at that in January or 
February when we have little 
better feel as to where our 
economy is going and what our 
state's financial picture is than 
to move precipitously at this 
time.” 

Also sent to the governor 
Thursday was a bill raising 
unemployment compensation 
benefits 12 per cent. Vote tallies 
were 125-4 and 46-11 

A one-week wait is to be 
retained, and to qualify for 
jobless pay a person must have 
earned $1,000 in the last year 
and $275 in the last quarter. 
Benefits are to rise from $60 to 
867 weekly for single persons 
and from $105 to $118 for a 
married worker with four or 
more children. 

In explaining his decision not 
to go to Kansas , 
Walker cited pending state 
business. 

Mayor Daley said of the 
governor, “You don’t boycott; 
you participate. The legislature 
voted its conscience. 

“All Democrats have the 
right to differ with ong another. 
The legislators in Springfield 
differed on the part of senior 
citizens in Illinois and those on 
welfare." 


State Treasurer Alan Dixon of - 


Belleville said he felt there was 
no need for Gov. Walker to 
boycott the convention. 


The governor's visit to 
Belleville included an ap- 
pearance at a fund-raising 
country music jamboree. He 
said he decided’ not to go to 
Kansas City “after I saw what 
the legislature did.” 

A Walker aide said friends of 
the Chicago mayor “‘stab us in 
the back in Springfield and then 


expect us to go to Kansas City 
and help make the mayor look 
good.”” : 

National Democratic 
Chairman Robert Strauss 
praised — and kissed — Mayor 
Daley for his role in achieving a

pattern 


November unemployment in 
Illinois reached per cent 
with each of the state’s nine 
major reporting areas showing 
significant increases. 

According to preliminary 
seasonally adjusted figures 
prepared by the bureau's 
research component, there 
are now in excess of 250,000 
unemployed people in the state, 
an increase of 19,000 over the 
October estimate of 231,000, it 
was disclosed Saturday 

The figures reflect estimates 
based on reports obtained for 
the week ending Nov. 16. They 
do not reflect layoffs that went 
into effect following that date. 

Despite this fact, the state's 
unemployment rise from 4.7 in 
October to the present 5.0 per 
cent is considered unusually 
steep.

Nationally, unemployment 
rose by 482,000 in November to 
5,979,000, climbing from 6 to 6.5 
per cent, a 13-year high. 

Unemployment in Chicago 
rose from 5.0 in October to 5.3 
per cent in November. 
Seasonally adjusted figures 
indicate an increase from 
157,000 to 168,000 in the Chicago 
Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area 

The rise in Chicago was at- 
tributed to layoffs in durable 
goods industries and cutbacks 
by manufacturers of electrical 
machinery. The Chicago figure 
of 5.3 is the highest since May 
1972. 

Elsewhere in the’ state, 
Decatur showed the steepest 
rise in unemployment, from 3.7 
to5.0 per cent, with widespread 
layoffs occurring throughout 
the labor market. 

Rockford’s change during the 
reporting period was from 4.8 to 
5.5 per cent, with manufac- 
turers of fabricated metals, 
electrical equipment, furniture 
and housing fixtures the hardest 
hit. 

Although the Davenport-Rock 
Island-Moline area has had one 
of the lowest jobless rates in the 
state, last month it registered 
one of the highest increases, 
going from 2.9 to 3.6 per cent. 
Unusually sharp reductions in 
construction and in retail trade 
plus scattered layoffs in 
manufacturing accounted for 
the change. 

Other metropolitan areas 
showing large upward shifts 
were Bloomington-Normal, 
which rose from 3.1. to 3.7 per 
cent, and Champaign-Urbana, 
which went from 3.5 to 4.1 per 
cent.

Pharmacy an 
old profession 


The history of pharmacy was 
related to the Breakfast 
Kiwanis ‘Club by Bernard 
Miller, a registered phar- 
macist, at the club’s Thursday 
morning meeting in Charlie's 
Restaurant. 

Miller related that since early 
history there always has been 
“pharmacists” of sorts. During 
prehistory and ancient history 
eras there basically were three 
major individuals dealing with 
sickness, a physician, a 
religious’ man and one who 
mixed herbs and drugs and 
potions. 

Under Arabian influence, a 
German king recognized the 
Guild of Apothecaries and in 
1542 the first book on drugs, 
known-as the Nurenberg 
Pharmacopoeia, was written, 
the speaker said. 

A similar pharmacopoeia was 
published in the United States in 
1778. The first College of Phar- 
macy began in Philadelphia, 
Pa., in 1800 when the apprentice 
pharmacist would attend two 
lectures a week for two, years. 
The education of a pharmacist 
then grew into a full two-year 
program, then became a four- 
year program and now is a five- 
year program of full-time 
education. 

‘The number of pharmacies in 
this country has remained 
about 50,000 since the early 
1900s 
The number of registered 
Pharmacists is about 100,000.

Then you will be interested in 
knowing about the Small Claims 
Court, the law's way to handling 
relatively small claims at a 
minimum of time and expense 
to the parties involved. 

Small. Claims Court is 
operated by the Circuit Court 
under rules of the Illinois 
Supreme Court. a 

Tt hears suits for goods or 
services, personal injury or 
property damage and for 
various other claims based on 
tort or contract—provided the 
amount at stake is not more 
than $1,000, exclusive of costs 
and interest. 

Also, county officials use the 
Small Claims Court for suits to 
collect unpaid personal 
property taxes within this limit. 

~~ Until July 1969, this court 
could handle only those cases 
involving $500 or less. 

According to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, a person may 
file a claim with the court for a 
small fee. He won't need an 
attorney unless he wants one, 
and his case will be decided by a 
judgé at an informal hearing— 
unless éither the plaintiff or the 
defendant asks for a jury. 

If requested, a jury of six is 
provided at a cost of $12.50 or, if 
specified, a jury of 12 at a cost of 
$25. 

Generally, the ISBA says, 
procedures followed in the 
Small Claims Court are as 
follows 

A short and simple complaint 
is filed with the court. The 
complaint states the nature and 
extent of the claim, the name, 
address and telephone number 
of the plaintiff and the defen- 
dant's name and residence or 
business address. 

The cost to file the complaint 
may be as little as $10 or less 
($11 in Circuit Court, _ Cook 
County, in cases of from $500 to 
$1,000.) 

Asummons may be served by 
certified mail to an address of 
the defendant within the county 
for a fee of $1.50, or it may be 
served by a sheriff. 

‘The date and time of the 
hearing are stated in the 
summons. 

The defendant is not required 
to file a formal answer to the 
complaint with the court unless 
ordered to do so by the court. 

Also, depositions and other 
discavery méettiods for the 
collection of evidence—often 
employed in other cases—are 
not permitted except as 
authorized by the court.

“TE you see*a 1975 Illinois 
license (plate with the inter- 
national wheelchair symbol at 
the ‘left, you. will know it is 
owned ‘or being driven by a 


. Physically handicapped person. 


This is the.second year this 
special plate has been 
manufactured, according to 
Michael J. Howlett, Iinois 
secretary of state. It was 
authorized by the General 
Assembly in October 1973. 

The fee is the same as other 
passenger plates. The 
‘wheelchair’ plates carry no 
special privileges except 
through local ordinances. 

“Although the color com- 
bination is the same as standard 
passenger plates, the 
wheelchair symbol tells other 
drivers to take extra 
precautions,” Howlett said. 

The Illinois Vehicle Code 
defines a physically jan- 
dicapped person as follows: 

“Every natural person who

has permanently lost the use of 
a leg or both legs or an arm or 
both arms or any combination 
thereof, or any ‘person who is 
severely disabled as to be 
unable to move without the aid 
of crytches or a wheelchair.” 

An affidavit, signed by -a 
physician certifying the han- 
dicap, must accompany the 
regular passenger car ap- 
plication. 

Approximately 10,000 plates 
for the physically handicappped 
have been ordered for 1975. 

Forms and information are 
available at the Secretary of 
State’s Public Service Center, 
Centennial Building.

Howlett also pointed out that 
disabled veteran.licenses are 
again available for 1975. About 
5,000 of these plates are being 
manufactured. Ther are red, 
white-and blue — and are free. 
When: such plates “are being 
transferred from one vehicle to 
another, a $2 fee is charged. 

Veteran plates are issued on 
proof from the Veterans’ 
‘Administration that the ap- 
plicant is a veteran and is 100 
per cent disabled or has 
received a federal grant for an 
automobile. 

“This is a special plate with 
the words Disabled on the left 
side and Veteran on the right 
side,” Howlett said.

Rising demand for coal is predicted _ 


As United States petroleum 
supplies dwindle, the demand 
for coal will increase, James 
Bridwell, assistant professor of 
earth sciences and planning at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, predicts. 

Bridwell, who comes from a 
coal mining background, has 
traveled over the United States 
examining surface mining 
reclamation efforts. 

“We already have an in- 
dication ‘ there'll be some 
relaxation of suggested air 
pollution standards," Bridwell 
said He cited current 
restrictions imposed on burning 
coal because of air pollution. 

“Many people think of strip 
mining as a relatively new 
practice. What they don't 
realize is that strip mining 
operations go back as far as 
1861. Miners harvested the coal 
fields by hand-held scoops 
trailing along behind horses or 
mules," he related Friday. 

Bridwell points out that 
two-thirds of Hlinois is un- 
derlaid with coal veins. 

He compared the Illinois 
coal field to a giant saucer. 
Outcroppings of coal appear 
at the edges of -the - huge 
“saucer.” 

The outcropping is easily 
accéssible to stripping 
operations. “It's cheaper and 
less dangerous to strip,” he 
said. 

The seam at the bottom of the 
“bowl? must be extracted by 
shaft mining or other means, it 
was explained 

In the carly days of strip 
mining, anything buried more 
than 10 feet was too much for 
miners to recover. With today’s 
technology, the coal industry 
can penetrate 150 to 200 feet to

uncover the fuel, expanding the 
areas availble for stripping. 

In Ilinois alone, six per cent 
of the surface area is subject to 
stripping, Bridwell said. 

Until 1961, coa] companies 
could reclaim stripped areas or 
abandon them. What they did to 
restore the land to its original 
condition was up to their own 
moral judgment, Bridwell said. 

Most states now have some 
form of reclamation laws, but 
the degree of reclamation 
required varies from state to 
state. 

Bridwell says reclamation is 
in the eye of the beholder. “If 
you're a miner, you might not 
see the necessity of reclaiming 
the land. If you are a farmer, 
you might think the land should 
be restored to where you could 
grow crops on it. The con- 
servationist or sportsman 
would want it in a condition to 
support wildlife 

“Your version of what con- 
stitutes reclamation depends on 
your interest.” 

“We need the energy, and 
stripping is the most 
economical and efficient way to 
recover coal,"’ Bridwell said. 

Miners are able to get 90 to 95 
per cent of the seam by strip- 
ping. With shaft mining, there is 
only 50 per cent recovery. 

Portions of coal strata must 
be left overhead and underfoot 
for safety. By this method of 
mining, a significant portion of 
the coal reserve can’t be har- 
vested, Bridwell said. 

The nature of overburden 
determines the degree of 
reclamation efforts that must 
be done; the overburden in St. 
Clair County is relatively 
neutral.

pyrite is exposed, the earth is so 
acid that the area will become 
sterilé and won't support 
vegetation. Bridwell pointed out 
there are some areas where no 
vegetation has grown for more 
than 80 years 

What coal mining companies 
should do to restore land to 
usefylness, Bridwell said, is to 
remove topsoil and set it aside. 

“They should put everything 
back into the hole except the 
coal. and replace the topsoil to 


its rightful place to grow crops, 
trees and grass. Native plants 
will then revegetate. Of course, 
all this takes time and money,” 
he conceded. 

The SIUE professor believes 
the country should take 4 more 
realistic view. “‘We can mine 
and restore the land, We can 
burn the coal and derive its 

energy benefits from it without 
destroying the environment,” 
Bridwell concluded.

Optimists hear 
sewer plans 


Madison County’s Four- 
Township sewer program was 
explained at the Thursday Noon 
meeting of the Granite City 
Optimist Club at the YMCA by 
Edward N. Juneau, consulting 
engineer with the firm of 
Sheppard, Morgan and Sch- 
waab. 

The system, when completed, 
will provide a sanitary sewer 
system for areas of Venice, 
Nameoki and Chouteau 
townships, including Mitchell, 
Pontoon Beach, East Madison, 
Cloverleaf and Eagle Park 
Acres 

The system will eliminate 
septic tanks, privies, and 
cesspools and in general create 
a more healthful environment 
and stimulate growth in the 
areas served, Juneau said. 

Juneau noted that for the 
project to become a reality, the 
cooperation of the people in 
granting easements will be 
needed because no government 
funds will be alloted without 
first obtaining all easements 
necessary for the project. 

The system will discharge 
sewage into the Granite City 
Sewage Treatment Plant, which 
can handle up to 23 million 
gallons a day, he said. 

Design plans are being 
prepared and it is hoped that all 
easements can be acquired so 
that bids may be called in early 
1976, according to Juneau. Cost 
of the project will run into a 
multiple million figure with 
government funds paying 75 per 
cent of the costs, he said.

Special problems in land 

scaning develop when you plant » 
an evergreen tree. 

Evergreen trees have the size 
and permanence to create 
perennial beauty and winter 
color. But their eventual size 
makes them a risk as a land- 
scape plant. 

Front-yard plantings im- 

mediately create a conflict of 
interest between the tree and 
the home. As the tree grows, the 
house is hidden from view and 
dominated by the size of the 
tree. 
A good test of this front yard 
theory during the holidays is 
outdoor lighting. When you see 
a tree nicely lighted, ask this 
question: Is the tree, or the 
home, the center of the holiday 
festivities? 

Back-yard plantings of 
evergreen trees as a ror 
near.a fence are ideal. 

Concealing poles, nearby 
buildings or unpleasant views is 
an ideal use of these handsome 
giants. 

Side-yard choices are ac- 
ceptable if adequate space 
exists. When they are planted 
too close, a comparison of size 
of the house and the tree soon 
occurs. 


October steel 
imports climb 


During October, steel imports 
climbed to their highest level in 
40 months, new figures showed 
today. - 

The American Iron and Steel 
Institute said foreign mills 
shipped 2,100,000 tons of 
fi ished steel into the U.S. in 
October. That was a jump of 
821,000 tons over September. It 
also was the highest one-month 
steel import total since the 
2,112,000 tons recorded in June, 
1971. 

October's import surge in- 
dicated that total 1974 foreign 
stee] shipments to this country 
could well exceed last year’s 
15,150,000 tons, AISI said. 

Through October, imports of 
stainless steel and tool steel 
were each 19 per cent higher 
than they had been through the 
first 10 months of 1973. 

The cost of foreign steel has 
been rising at a faster rate than 
the tonnage. In October, \steel 
imports’ were 70.1 per) cent 
higher than they were during 
the same month of last year. 
However, the value of these 
imports was nearly three ‘times 
greater than the value of steel 
imported during October 1973. 

Through the first ten months 
of this year, the U.S. trade 
deficit in steel mill products 
totaled almost $2 billion.

The East St. Louis 
continues to have the highest 
unemployment’ in the state; 
its rate moved from 7.1 to 7.5 
Per cent. 

Springfield went from 3.2 to 
3.7 per cent. Peoria rose from 
3.5 to 3.8 per cent. 

Turning again. to the 
statewide picture, to obtain a 
figure equal. to the present 5.0 
per cent, statisticians. would 
have to go back to September 
1972. 

In February 1972 and again in 
1973, the rate reached’ 5.4 per 
cent. There is considerable 
distance left to reach the April 
1961 high of 7.1, or August 1958, 
when the rate reached 7.5 per 
cent. 

Normally, seasonally ad- 
justed unemployment figures 
either fall or remain constant 
during the October-November 
reporting periods. 

Except for one year, during 
the past eight years the shift in 
the jobless rate in this period 
has varied between 2.0 per cent 
up and 5.0 per cent down. This 
year, the rise is an increase of 
8.1 per cent. In the other ex- 
ceptional year, 1969, the per- 
centage of change upward was 
5.2. 

Figures for the week ending 
Nov. 9 indicate there are 
81,411 people in Illinois 
currently collecting unem- 
ployment insurance benefits, 
as opposed to 49,661 in the 
comparable period last year. 
That represents an increase 
of 64.0 per cent. 

In Cook and DuPage Coun 
ties, combined, there are 45,509 
people receiving insurance 
benefits as opposed to 27,425 
from last year, an increase of 
66.0 per cent 

The statewide insured 
unemployment rate for the 
week ending Nov. 9 was 2.2 per 
cent. This represents the per- 
centage of jobless people who 
previously were employed by 
firms covered by the com- 
pensation law 

The state bureau has a 
voluntary mass layoff reporting 
system 4 by employers. 

It is utilized mainly to help the 
state allocate staff to unem- 
ployment insurance offices to 
handle new claimants. 

Last year at this time, seven 
firms reported mass layoffs and 
they involved 350 employes. 
‘This year, 16 firms reported and 
the loss in employment reached 
8,298

GONSUMER CUES 


Fuel for thought 


By BARB MAYER 


. CHICAGO — By now, most 
motorists have heard of cata- 
lytic converters and have no- 
ticed an increasing number of 
service stations selling un- 
leaded gas. 

The converter, a device that 
looks mucty like a muffler and 
attaches to the car’s exhaust 
pipe, is standard equipment 
on most 1975 cars. 

It’s filled with catalysts that 
react with exhaust gases, 
changing carbon monoxide 
and hydrocarbons to water 
and carbon dioxide and cut- 
ting exhaust pollutants by at 
least 50 per cent. 

Cars with catalytic con- 
verters can use only unleaded 
gas, since even small 
amounts of lead seriously im- 
pair the converter’s ability to 
perform. 

In a free publication, “Why 
Unleaded Gas?”, the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
explains why the grade of gas 
is critically important to the 
life of the catalytic converter 
and discusses the availability 
of unleaded gas. 

Single copies are available 
by writing Consumer Infor- 
mation, Pueblo, Colo., 81009. 

The pamphlet points out 
that the 1975 catalyst- 
equipped car is a marked car. 
In the vicinity of the gas cap 
and on the dashboard, you will 
see a label which clearly 
reads, ‘“‘unleaded gas only.” 

Most 1975 cars with cata- 
lytic converters have a spe- 
cial gas filler pipe which is 
compatible with — and only 
with — a special nozzle on ail 
unleaded gas pumps. This is 
to prevent leaded gas from 
accidentally being pumped 
into your car’s tank. 

Since July 1, 1974, more 
than 100,000 gas stations have 
been selling unleaded gaso 
line. By the end of December, 
1974, about one out of every 
two stations in the country 
will be equipped to sell it. 

In case you're wondering, 
unleaded gas generally sells 
for higher prices than regular 
leaded gas. However, you can 
expect slightly better gas 
mileage with a catalyst- 
equipped car. 

Another publication of in- 
terest to new car buyers is 
“Miles Per Gallon Ratings for 
1975 Cars," published jointly 
by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the Federal 
Energy Administration. 

Single copies of this booklet 
are also available free from 
Consumer Information, 
Pueblo, Colo., 81009.

that meet 1975 emission 
Standards and were certified 
for sale in this country as of 
Sept. 15. 

Each car’s engine . size, 
number of cylinders and type 
of fuel system is described. In 
addition, the indicates 
whether the car is equipped 
with a catalytic converter. 

The booklet points out other 
factors that influence fuel 
economy, such as the weight 
of the car, accessories, engine 
condition and driving habits. 

‘Thirty ways to improve 
your driving habits and make 
gas go farther are offered ina 
third pamphlet, ‘Tips for the 
Motorist,” available from the 
Federal Energy Administra- 
tion, Region V, 175 W. Jackson 
Bivd., Chicago, Ill. 60604. 

Did you know, for instance, 
that the average American 
car consumes a cup of gaso- 
line every six minutes when 
idling? So if you’re waiting for 
the bridge to come down or 
the train to pass, turn off the 
engine. It takes less gasoline 
to restart the car than to idle 
it. 

Keeping the engine tuned 
up, checking tire pressure 
regularly and adjusting the 
brakes correctly are other 
fuel savers,

The great power of SIMARPC to 
help or hurt this area was illustrated

Southwestern now serves an 
economic development district that 
includes Madison, St. Clair, Bond, 
Clinton, Monroe, Washington and 
Randolph Counties.

Its board and officers are now 
being drawn primarily from the 
ranks of elected and appointed 
public officials. 

One topic of Mikesell at Wed- 
nesday's breakfast gathering was 
the likelihood that an Air Quality 
Maintenance Area may _ be 
designated for this area. 

While air quality is an important 
goal and is being achieved to a high 
degree in a number of respects, the 
way some of the proposed rules 
might be interpreted and im- 
plemented could foreclose operation 
of newly-built or newly-acquired 
commercial and indystrial struc- 
tures, striking directly at the 
possibility’ of gainful employment 
and forcing large numbers onto 
welfare rolls, some in the audience 
feared. 


. 

Harold R. Fischer’s decision to 
leave the Board of Trustees of 
Southern Illinois University will con- 
clude his service after more than 20 
years on.the board. The senior mem- 
ber of the university board served as 
its chairman from 1971 to 1973 after 
an earlier span as vice-chairman, 
and is vice-chairman at present.

Commission has vast power to help or harm this area 


Sweeping assertions about land 
use and other subjects in the goals 
and findings of various SIMARPC 
planning papers — accepted as 
gospel by regional and federal agen- 
cies whether or not substantiated 
and enacted — also were described 
at the breakfast as a serious threat 
to the future of this community and 
region. 

Such published objectives include 
“to maintain the existing un- 
developed land in the American Bot- 
toms as open space,’’ an amazing 
statement when one considers the 
vast sweep of territory that is en- 
compassed’ by the American Bot- 
toms. 


As noted, the Southwestern Plan- 
ning Commission has hitherto un- 
precedented ability to nurture or 
devastate normal economic activity 
here. Glib talk of bans and 
prohibitions at various govern- 
mental levels ignores the fact that as 
existing neighborhoods age they 
usually serve a _ decreasing 
population density; where no new 
growth takes place, sons and daugh- 
ters are forced to move away and 
there is an accelerating pattern of 
poverty and deterioration. 

Maybe we would feel more com- 
fortable about SIMARPC if its office 
walls included a few slogans like ‘‘to 
not go forward is to go backward,” 
“our goal is the well-being of the 
total area we serve (not just a few 
favored cities)’’ and — lest we forget 
— ‘local autonomy has something to 
do with whether people are living in 
a democracy or a dictatorship.” 

The phrases coyld be improved, 
and we'll probably think of quite a 
few more to add to the list, but the 
commissioners undoubtedly !un- 
derstand the concern that is 
developing.

WASHINGTON —:An all- 

pervasive lassitude seems to 
have settled over this city and 
Teft the White House; Con- 
gress and the nation without 
the ability to react effectively 
to impending crises or to shed 
old ideas that no longer work 
well. 
Prices soar, unemployment 
increases, production. drops 
and recession arrives, trailing 
the specter of potential de- 
pression in its wake. But no 
worthwhile program has been 
articulated by either party to 
deal with it. 

World oil prices quadruple, 
the Western industrialized na- 
tions are stripped of $60 billion 
to $100 billion of their wealth 
annually, the world’s mone- 
tary system creaks and 
groans under the strain, na- 
tional bankruptcies become 
possible. 

Armaments pour into the 
Middle East in preparation 
for a new Arab-Israeli war, a 
potential new oil embargo 
threatens widespread new 
economic disruptions, and no 
force seems capable of de- 
flecting the ominous march of 
events. 

The problem is not one of 
lack of awareness, rather it 
seems to be one of inability to 
devise an effective remedy. 

Perhaps central to’ that in- 
ability is the dogged pur- 
suance of old concepts that 
might have once been valid 
but today seem out of touch 
with reality. 

One is the widespread belief 
that the federal budget is full 
of fat, and that all Washington 
has to do is excise this waste 
for inflation to subside and the 
economy to prosper. 

There is always, of course, 
some inefficient use of funds 
in any budget. Also, any budg- 
et can be cut back somewhat 
and still provide adequate 
services, 

For decades, political budg- 
et crusaders have marched 
onto this field of battle, al- 


ways to come away with few 

results. The cuts prove to be 
ly delays of spending 

rather than reductions. 

This does not divert those 
who rail about the giveaways 
of welfare, Medicaid, food 
stamps, the claimed wasteful- 
ness of the Pentagon budget 
and other similar targets. 

But it has been difficult to 
reduce any of those areas 
very much without running 
into consequences most 
Americans probably would 
not want. 

The only logical conclusion 
is that the federal budget is 
not full of fat. In recent years 
it has actually been fairly 
lean. A $5 billion reduction is 
about the most that can be 
hoped for. In a trillion-dollar 
economy, that has about as 
much impact on inflation as 
trying to dam the ocean with a 
pebble. 

‘Another possibility: if it is 
not the expenditure side of the 
federal budget that is out of 
whack, it must be the revenue 
side. 

It is not difficult to bolster 
this idea. Tax cuts in 1964, 
1969 and again in 1971 have re- 
moved the equivalent of some 
$40 billion in annual revenue 
from the U.S. Treasury in to- 
day’s dollars. 

And that $40 billion could go 
a long way each year toward 
fighting inflation or financing 
massive new investments in 
such critical shortage areas 
as steel, fertilizer and energy 
production. * 

The loss of revenue has also 
played a significant role in 
creating today’s 12 per cent 
inflation. The money lost 
since 1964 would have been 
enough to wipe out most if not 
all of the 10 budget deficits the 
United States has incurred in 
the last 11 years. 


If it is rue that the federal 
government is not raising 
enough revenue, this in turn 
suggests another disturbing 
conclusion — that the nation 
needs a tax increase and 
probably a very large one.

WASHINGTON — ‘/This is 
not just a victory,” asserted 
House Speaker Carl Albert, D- 
Okla., of the Nov. 5 election, 
“this is a mandate.” 

Albert and the other victori- 
ous Demotrats would ‘deny 
that they are after a legisla- 
tive dictatorship, a charge 
that President Ford made in 
the closing weeks of the con- 
gressional campaign for GOP 
candidates. 

The Ford charge, however, 
was hollow. 

Not because the new Con- 
gress will be ynwilling to rail- 
road through spending pro- 
grams to alleviate unemploy- 
ment and a national health in- 
surance program, but be- 
cause while he was House ma- 
jority leader, Mr. Ford him- 
self voted for and defended 
huge spending programs fa- 
vored by the Nixon adminis- 
tration. 

This single fact should i- 
luminate the crux of the prob- 
lem facing the Republican 
Party. Since 1952 and the Ei- 
senhower years, the GOP has 
been the tail that wagged be- 
hind the body of Democratic 
dogma. Its steady decline in 
popular appeal with voters 
has been because the Demo- 
crats have had a clear-cut 
philosophy and the GOP 
sought only to imitate the 
Democrats. This fact is a po- 
litical cliche and is well un- 
derstood by even the most 
successful practitioners of 
“me too”’ politics. 

What is not well understood 
is why the GOP has never 
Inanaged to formulate a po- 
litical philosophy to challenge 
Democratic dogma. The an- 
swer, at its rests, is that Re- 
publican Party trofensionals 
concern themSelves more 
with mechahics thy with 


proach, largely ignoring the 
ideas that make for a free so- 
ciety. The Democrats, at the 
same time and through their 


for nothing by government. 


The GOP debacle on Nov. 5 
provides a vivid illustration of 
the axiom that when you play 
by the rules of your political 
enemies you will lose. 

Not only was the GOP de- 
bacle self-induced because 
ideas have meant little to the 
Republicans, the two-party 
system is in peril. Moreover, 
those Republicans who sur- 
vived the recent defeat are 
now arguing that the GOP 
must ‘‘broaden its base’ — 
translated to mean more of 
the ‘‘me too’? approach, fur- 
ther narrowing whatever 
small vestige of ideological 
difference there may yet be 
between the two parties. 

The Democrats claim they 
have a mandate. 

In reality itis a mandate for 
dictatorship. This mandate 
will, however, prove illusory. 
The Democrats after the LBJ 
landslide of 1964 said much 
the same thing, only to plunge 
the nation deeper into a fiscal 
and moral mire. It will take 
roughly six months for the 

voters to reach the conclusion 
that the swollen Democratic 
ranks in Congress are no 
more a cure for what ails the 
nation than was the counter- 
feit political program of the 
Nixon years. 


The prospects for the Re- 
publicans are, indeed, grim. 
But out of this self-induced 
disaster can come a new GOP 
with a vigorous political pro 
gram that takes ideas seri 
ously. However, if in the next 
two years, the Ford adminis- 
tration and the GOP play ‘“‘me 
too” politics they will find 
themselves confronted with 
the loss of the White House — 
and the’ voters will have lost a

Future role of Illinois. Secretary 
of State office is being charted

When it comes to govern- 
ment, it's hard to plan for the 
future, simply because there 
may not be one — or, at least, 
there may not continue to be a 
particular government 
department. 

“Of course, it's easier to plan 
for the future in the field of 
business than in government,” 
explains Stan Sokolik, “but we 
are doing it by thinking ahead 
one year at a time. 

“‘T think the best plans involve 
something about the future that 
causes something to be donc 
different today,"’ he continued. 
“That's ample justification for 
planning, no matter what the 
business." 2 

Sokolik is the director of in- 
ternal planning for Secretary of 
State Michael J. Howlett’s 
office, and he is attempting, for 
the first time, to develop a long- 
range plan for the future of that 
office, 

It’s something that has never 

n done on an office-wide 
basis for the Illinois secretary's 
office. 

“We are attempting to get a 
formal, explicit, written un- 

nding of the entire of- 
he said, “and to use this 
to plan for the future. 

“We will be doing this over a 
two-year period,” he continued. 
“That is, by July 1976 the plan 
will be completed and tested.” 

Work on a long-range plan for 
the office began under Robert 
Cronson, the former director of 
planning. When Cronson was 
appointed as auditor general for 
Illinois, Sokolik took over the 
job. 

The planning process em- 
ployed by Sokolik, a former 
instructor at Sangamon State 
University, consists of several 
parts, not necessarily con- 
secutive. 

“We began with a collection 
of mission statements whereby 
each division within, the 


secretary's office explained its 
reason for existence,”” the of- 
ficial said. 

“Priorities, both present and 
short-term, were also set 
within the varidis departments, 
by members of those entities.”” 

Also involved in the process 
are planning assumptions. 
Rather than predictions or 
forecasts, these assumptions 
are temporary estimates or 
hypotheses regarding an an- 
ticipated development. 

“Mission statements lead 
naturally to the setting of 
organizational objectives as the 
next step in planning,” Sokolik 
explained. “This is wha¥ we are 
working on at the present 
time.” 

An objective is a statement of 
desired’ result in quantifiable 
terms. 

“In other words, they are 
conditions the department want 
to exist after a certain period of 
time. 


The fourth element in the 


planning process is programs 
or, as they are called in this 
stage, action plans. 

“An action plan is a project or 
program that is either in 
process or in consideration 
which will produce desired 
results,"” he said. 

In all, 254 0: tcewide action 
plans have been identified, 122 
of which have been assigned 
high priorities 

To implement the’ programs, 
tasks will have to be assigned. 
This is where the individual 
department will take over. 

“This is the concern of 
department and unit per- 
sonnel,’ said Sokolik, who 
heads a staff of 10 working on 
the project. Four members are 
professionals while the 
remaining six are members of 
the. procedural writing team 

The planning executive said 
Secretary of State’ personnel 
have ‘cooperated beautifully” 
in the information-gathering 
process.

Research award 
program at SIUE 


The Graduate School of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville -has announced 
the opening of competition for 
the second annual University 
Research Scholar Award 
program. 

Vaughnie J. Lindsay, dean of 
the Graduate School, said the 
program is designed to 
stimulate and promote faculty 
research. The Schools of 
Business, Education, Dental 
Medicine, Fine Arts, 
Humanities, Social Sciences, 
and Science and Technology are 
co-sponsors, 

Dean Lindsay said the award 
will be made directly to the 
principal investigator of an 
outstanding research proposal, 
The recipient will receive one- 
third released time plus full 
funding of the project, not to 
exceed $10,000 in other direct 
costs 

A senior and a junior scholar 
grant will be awarded if there 
are sufficient meritorious en- 
tries for two categories, Dean 
Lindsay said, Faculty members 
who have completed their 
terminal degree after July 1, 
1969, are eligible for the junior 
research scholar award. 

Researchers should submit a 
brief prospectus to the Office of 
Research and Projects at SIUE 
by Feb. 3. The deadline for 
proposals is March 14, and the 
winner or winners will be an- 
nounced by May 30. 

According to John Rodman, 
coordinator of the Office of 
Research and Projects, 
research proposals should be 
developed according to the 
appropriate guidelines used by 
various federal agencies, such 
as the National Science 
Foundation. He said the 
Research Office will assist the 
faculty member in developing 
his proposal for internal 
competition, and proposals of 
merit also can be submitted to 
appropriate extramural 
agencies for possible funding.

Olin layoffs total 500 


The nationwide business 
slump began to affect Olin 
Works employes last week when 
temporary layoff of 500 persons 
was announced by the Olin 
Brass Group of East Alton. 

Olin Brass Group President 
E. W. Ruhe said the drop in 
automobile and appliance sales 
and production, a slowdown in 
home building and a general 
decline in the nation’s economy 
is having an effect on orders for 
Brass Group products. The 
resulting layoffs affect the 
casting plant, rolling mill, Roll- 
Bond, Fineweld tube and 
fabricating-cupping depart- 
ments. 

Ruhe said the length of the 
layoffs cannot be determined at 
this time. 

December volume of com- 
mercial orders for Brass Group 
products is less than half the 
amount the plant was producing 
in mid-summer, he said, 
pointing out that some Brass 
Group customers requested 
delivery dates in November or 
January in anticipation of a 
potential labor dispute at the 
Olin Works in December. Some 
customers just took their 
business elsewhere, he added. 

Olin Corp, reached new labor 
agreements with most Olin 
Works bargaining groups just 


before the Noy. 30 contract 
expiration dates. Negotiations 
had begun in June. 

Customer inventory levels 
had been rebuilt completely 
during the months since the 
copper shortage in early 1974, 
and the Brass Group's in- 
ventory of finished or semi- 
finished products also was back 
at capacity. 

Administration Director E. L 
DeShong said seniority 
provisions of contracts with 
Olin Works bargaining groups 
have ‘‘bumping’' 
arrangements, whereby many 
senior employes in the Brass 
Group will be able to replace 
more recently hired 
Ammunition Operations em- 
ployes. Thus, nearly every 
manufacturing department at 
the Olin Works will be affected 
by the cutback. 

Ammunition manufacturing 
departments have been 
operating at or near capacity 
since late summer to fill orders 
for commercial and military 
ammunition So far, 
Ammunition Operations has not 
been affected by the economic 
slowdown, although there has 
been a slight seasonal decline in 
orders for commercial am- 
munition.
